About The Court House. 

The Grand Jury baring by Ita writ- 
ten report to the circultcourt condemn- 
ed the court houte and taid report hav- 
ing been prevented to the fiscal court, 
which court upon consideration, after 
having been fully advieed as to cost of 
needed repairs or remodeling of same 
aod after ascertaining that the cost of 
necessary repairs would approximate 
the cost of a new building and upon 
the whole matter entered an order 
calling an eleciloo on the proposition, 
as under the law It was compelled to 
do. In order that the court might be 
fully eatlsfied It secured the serylcet of 
an experienced architect to examloe 
the bulldleg end submit hie report Id 
writing to the court, which Is as fol- 
lows; 

The court bouse It provided by a 
commuoliy for Its courts of justice, the 
necessary offices and preservation of 
records In a safe and accessible mao- 
oer. A personal examination has re- 
vealed the following points In which 
Ibis court bouse does not meet its re- 
quirements: 

Focndation — There being ooibase- 
ment, the earth Eielog above the brick 
line In places, aud lacK of venillatlon 
bas caused dampness to enter the build- 
ing as shown by swelling of the .floor 
aod ba!l, falling of plaster from the 
brick walls with the destructloo of 
mortar In the joints aod the gradual 
weakening of the brick* tbemtelve* 
Two thirds of tha weight of the court 
bouse floor (upwards of 150,000 pounds 
when crowded) rests on the ball parti. 
tIoDs which are wood aod already very 
badly affected by the dry rot and lia- 
ble to give way under any unusual load 
at any time. Vault floors of brick on 
earth filling can not be veotllated, but 
carry moisture aod thus assist In de- 
struction of records. 

Walls — They have been previously 
repaired aod sireogibeoed by hog- 
chains; constructed of very porous 
brick aod mortar that does not reduce 
the porosity; are very badly out of Hoe 
and plumb and show numerous cracks 
that are becoming serious. Ae an ex- 
ample, the eotraoce arch may be af- 
fected by the first freezing after a rain 
aod cause a brick to loosen sod drop on 
the head of the first one to enter. 
Pointing up creeks obly bides defecu. 

Roof.— L eeks In the roof, like damp- 
ness from the ground, have caused plas- 
ter to fall from wells end ceilings; de- 
stroyed the strength of brick aod mor 
tar; started decay In timbers uf the 
roof. Trusses are badly constructed 
aod show a sctilemeot of four Inches 
under the tower. 

Towkr. — T he clock tower weighing 
3.'> tons, half supported by the front 
walls and half by the trusses forming 
the roof) Is a very serious menace to 
the life of every i>erson who enters the 
building. A heavy wind from the front 
will exert a greater pressure on the 
tower than the trusses are capable of 
tusialnlog In their present condition, 
weakened as they ere by weather 
crack* and mi, which greatly reduce* 
their orlgluet strength 

KeMRDY — To prevent dempoess 
from entering the building and de- 
stroying valuable records, the follow- 
ing features are essential: 

1st. Basement under entire bulldog. 
Impracticable In preacoi building, i 

2nd. Entire building heated by steam 
or hot air. Fire* within record room 
luav dettroy cootenta. 

3rd. Hollow walla, or faced with 
•eml-vftroua brick or atone. 

4ib. A roof (of whatever material] 
that It water proof, aod finally for the 
safety of the public the clock tower 
should rest oo solid (oundaflon from 
ground up. Eleipt. aubmltted,
